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L.A. Council Presses for RFK Probe 

LOS ANGELES — The City Council 
took the first step yesterday to join 
the county government in pressing for 
a new investigation of the assassina- 
tion of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, de- 
spite opposition from the police de- 
partment. 

Councilman Zev Yaroslavsky moved 
to ask the police department to turn 
over all files and evidence in the case 
and was supported by eight of the 14 
other council members. The police 
chief and the police commission al- 
ready have refused^ provide that in- 
formation to the county. 

In another development, former Los 
Asgeles County prosecutor Vincent 
Bugliosi ways he has -information 
about a possible conspiracy in the as- 
sassination, but he wilj reveal it only 
tp independent investigating body. 

■ In a letter to county supervisors 
Monday, Bugliosi said he got the infor- 
mation from “people who have been 
devoting - their lives to this RFK 
thing.” But he declined to reveal the 
information or his sources, saying thby 
had eome to him as clients.
